tracks, snapping off a telegraph pole, 
tearing down the telegraph and tele- 
phone wires and finally hitting 
the 


corner of an eight-foot -nrall, -which 


smashed the roof of the car. S-wing- 
ing back again, the rear car ptiHed 
the second car from the rails and 
both .bumped and jolted along" for 50 
feet more before coming to a full stop.
